I  advised  Mr,  Mumford  that  Sp,  AgtXCHlANYILLE,  under 
pretext,  together  with  Confidential  Informant  examined 

the  library  and  obtained  an  inventory  of  it,  Mrs,  LORE  is 
asking  $2,000,  for  the  library  and  has  indicated  that  she 
would  prefer  to  sell  the  whole  library  all  together,  rather 
than  .part  of  it. 


Although  the  Bureau  probably  has  copies  of  some  of 
the  books,  I  advised  Mr,  Miunford  that  undoubtedly  the  Bureau 
would  like  to  secure  some  of  the  books  to  add  to  their  librairy,

the  purchase  of  this  library,
